In  the  spring  of  1827,  interesting  experiments 
were  made  by  boring  with  ^he  machine  invented 
by  Mr.  Disbrow.  On  the  flat  nearly  opposite  to 
Aldridge’s  house,  at  a  depth  of  about  80  feet,  a 
vein  of  mineral  water  was  discovered,  which  im¬ 
mediately,  by  means  of  a  tube,  rose  to  the  surface, 
and  escaped  in  a  copious  stream.

It  exploded,  with  a  loud  noise  and 
with  such  a  force  as  to  throw  the  whole  column 
of  water  contained  in  the  well  many  feet  into  the 
air,  leaving  a  distinct  sulphurous  odour,  which 
continued  tor  some  minutes  difi'usad  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  atmosphere.

We  received,  some  time  ago,  the  third  report 
of  the  Trustees  of  this  excellent  institution.  It 
exhibits  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  things,  as  well 
fur  the  more  immediate  actors  as  to  tho  cummiini- 
ty  at  large.  The  Institute  is  on  the  manual  la¬ 
bor  plan  ;  the  greatest  number  of  students  at  any 
one  time  was  sixty  ;  the  average  number  during 
the  laboring  season,  or  the  Lliree  quarters  com¬ 
mencing  with  April  and  ending  with  November, 
was  fifty  ;  during  the  winter  twenty  remained  ;
